An approximate estimate of the total repre-

Regardiees of the klml of shot y«Hj 
ars to Play don't ever do ths pivot¬ 
ing and turn your body and head «o 
that you can't see the ball. Thot 
may sound Hks superfluous advirs 
but I have ofteu seen golfers turn 
so far around they alnuMit swung 
off lialance.

There was the soum? of a falling body and 
again silence. Presently Ihe doors opened and 
Napoleon appeared, very pale, and beckgned to 
the Comtesse del Bsrlo. 

’Come In at once. I beg you.** he pleaded 

The Comtesse obeyed and entered the Im¬ 
perial Mnclum. Htretched on a couch lay the 
Kmpress Charlotte In a fainting condition. The 
Kiupreas Kugrnie, in fears, hatl unhooked the 
ne«*k of her dress, hsd hurriedly removed her 
shoes and stocklnas and was kneeling beside 
her, rubbing her Icy feet with eau de cotogne. 

The emperor appeared greatly agitated. He 
paced nervously up sn<? down before the eotich. 
walked about the room, seeming quite beside 
himself. He called for a doctor and urged that 
Ik*. Hemelenden. whu . had remained at the 
tirund Hotel in Parts, he summoned. Mean¬ 
while the Ilmpresa ICugenie. In a voice broken 
by sobs, recounted to Ihe coratesao the whole 
of the Md scene—the refusal of the emperor, 
the prayers, the tears, the entreaties of the 
Mexican empress, her -threats anff Anal out¬ 
burst; 

While Kugenie waa nfreaklng she prepared-a 
glssa of hrandFand water. Then, kneeling be¬ 
side the unfortunate princess, put the glass to 
her tightly shut lips. With a movement of fury 
the impress Charloiic thftikt the glait awaj. 

"Asssssina! Leave me? Take away your 
l»oip«»n:" she cried. Then there followed a tor¬ 
rent of tears and another fainting epelL Each 
moment of this crisis seemed to extinguish 
si.kme ray of roason from Ihe tried mind of the 
unhappy woman. Crouching in the arms of her 
lady In waiting, she implored that she be not 
abandoned to this rare of Borgias, wbo wished 
to get rid of her by forcing her to take a 
poisonous concoction. 

From that moment the I^mprees Charlotte 
U»et her reaaon. never again to reeovor it. The 
Fr* nch newspapers Ihe following day annount'eO 
that their imperial majesties had received a 
visit at the chateau of Rt. Cloud, from Her 
Majeety the Empress of Mexico. The Interview, 
they added, was moot cordial and lasted two 
hours. 8uch Is the Irony with which official 
chroniclers record hlstor^. 

Some time later the Archduke Chartee con¬ 
ducted her to the charming castle of Miramar, 
near *rrieste. where her early married life had 
been spent.

Ti'.c Weasel paused on its way down the 
trail to sniff at a depression In the aoft green 
moss where eomo bird had rested at its sun 
bath, indeed from two or three tiny feathers 
left behind, tha weaaal mtgnr bare known the 
bird bad been a blua grouse. Perhaps It did 
know that, for with a slightly Increaaed pace 
the we a sel, set oft down the woodland path. 

It waa a pleasant country, overhead stately 
flrs threw out their branches to wave softly In 
friendly companionship with each other. On the 
ground a carpel of soft moss silenced any foot¬ 
fall, and lichen covered rocks Jutted up here and 
there in Jackets of red and yellow.

The weasel seemed bent on a mission, for 
It tanied not In It# going. On down the path 
It slunk, with the air of stealth, common to ail 
of Its tribe. It seemed aa If the weasel could 
not even walk straight, for it had the bearing 
of one who went in' <pte dlr^llbri whllo its 
head waa turned in another. I*erhapn It had an 
object In this loo. Truth to tell, the weaael did 
little without a very good reason. 

If was aa If the little prowler watched for 
something. Praaeotly It found what It waa 
looking for. and crouched down closer to the 
ground. It appeand to melt aJmoat. until its 
back looked like a part of the trail. At this 
spot the path was bordered to Its edge# by 
aalal busbee. with the crackling leaves, the 
lell-Ule bush of the forest.

This arrieo of alrclaa. and chart covered with 
dots only comprtasd that small portion of ths 
universe that wo can see. Yet that does not 
mean that there are not bitlione and bllHone 
of heavenly bodies far beyond the reach of our 
syas. Indeed we know that the stars even with¬ 
in our vision are suns. Many of them ars 
thousands of tlmso greater than our own sun. 
which la only a star Itaeif. 

Rach of thee# otars. or suns, miy have Ita 
•olar systMii, Isaosr or even more complicated 
than our own. Beyond this again, in Infinite 
space there may be countless millions of stars, 
or bmm, we cannot see. and each of tbesa in 
turn may have their solar systems. 

In a lecture before children at tho Albert 
Hall. London, the late Sir Alfred Rail, a very 
famous astronomer, summed this up by saying 
that If each atar and Ha attMMlanl system wore 
allowed two volumes, each an Inch and a half 
thlek. in a library of the universe, then that 
portion which wo can see even by means of 
ths greatest teleocopee would require a building 
fifty miles long, with fifty book shelves on sach 
sido for the whole of Ha length, to contain the 
volumea on thla portion of tbe universe alone. 

As each star srould bava only two volumaa 
tq describe the past and prseant Ilfs of Ha In- 
habltanta with their rtll^oua polHlcal, artis¬ 
tic. musical and all manaar of waya only tha 
bareot mention could be given to the subject. 

Ae this earth alone has eountlass thousands 
of books writtsn to describe Ite past and prese n t 
life, not If every Inch of space on this globe 
wera covered by one gigantic library could the 
system we see roeelve equal attentlcMi. And 
thle is only that portion of ths hsavsns within 
our k^. If It wero pooalbis to read 300 books 
a day.un this votnmo per star IllMmry of onrs, 
It wouul take one thousand yaara to read once 
through the very sketohy aununary of aaeh 
afar wo know.

S T bad been an unlucky year for 
the mountain qusfL Ha had 
<'ome with Ws mate from the 
rlearings on the bill tops to 
nest in the wooded side of a 
■lope In the foot hllla He had 
do sooner carried tbe last twig 
for tbe neat when a bhindering 
mioK u-ikT ceme trandttnr'through the hnsbea 
and wiped, out the net without ever seeing 
what he hod walked upon.

For Kile Flying 

' This is klte-flylng season again! AH through 
tho year cnihualaats with string and paper fly 
their kites, but one# In every other mhnth or so 
the "emae” alarte In real eameet. Just now 
on any night hundreds of kite flyers may be 
^eeen on the beaches or along the waterfront, 
taking advantago of the steady evening breeae. 
Moat of the boya are tuilng etlff^ straight, paper 
. kites. Caught In ths steady wind these rise to 
a height of eeveral hundred feet and bob there 
like eo maoy dragons waving their heads on ths 
spectators below. 

• Rvery now anff then the wind will slip from 
under a kite and H will rush towards the earth 
at a tremendous speed. There win be a chorus 
of "Oha” from tbe ground, but the kite soon 
recovers and soars aloft agata. Up each kite 
string race "meseages,” llttla bits of papar con¬ 
taining the written wish of Its owner. These 
meesagea akoot aloft, urged with hope and 
volt^e from the ground, until presently they 
enter the shade of the parent kite, and the wish 
is Accompllthed. 

When n wish mesange rides home In this 
fashion Its owner shut# his, or her eyes nod 
wishes bard. Tha thing desired Is said to corns 
to pass, without tall, or almost without falL 
Bo thers Is keen rtvairr* and the racing of 
meaaagea takes placs to tbe accompaniment of 
great excitement on tbe ground.

The flames 
spread os If by magic, leaping ahead aa If eager 
to consume all before them. la n short tlma 
ths flames were roaring up the side of the hill 
ms If forced In tbe draught of w blast furnace.
